deregulation 
The Srretiog wants 
you to know your rights 


EXPECT A BARRAGE OF DOOR-TO- 
door sales reps wanting you to sign 
energy contracts. As of last month, 
Alberta’s electricity and natural gas 
industries became a fully deregulat- 
ed market, In response, the 
province's opposition parties each 
held their own version of 
Deregulation 101 last week. 

On Thursday New Democrat 
Brian Mason held a press conference 
to dredge up Direct Energy's sordid 
past. The electricity provider, touted 
by the Klein government as a 
bringer of increased market competi- 
tion and lower prices, has a sketchy 
record in Britain and, closer to home, 
in Ontario. Its parent company 
British Gas was fined close to half a 
million dollars for refusing to let 
thousands of UK customers switch 
toa competitor. It has gained the dis- 
tinction among British energy 
providers of being the “worstcom- 
pany for dealing with consumer 
complaints.” Just last month in 
Ontario, Direct Energy was fined 
$230,000 by Ontario regulators for 
forging customer signatures on con- 
tracts. The company appeared on 
the CBC’s investigative television 
program Marketplace after one of its 
reps allegedly pretended to be 
Toronto Hydro in order to get a man 
to sign a contract. Mason urged con- 
sumers to be careful, “The Tories are 
telling Albertans that companies like 
Direct Energy / British Gas will solve 
the problems with electricity deregu- 
lation. Albertans should be skeptical 
of this false promise.” 

About the same time as Mason’s 
presentation in the Legislature 
media room, Liberal Leader Ken 
Nicol took the podium in the 
Rotunda to give a lesson in signing 
energy contracts. You have two 
choices, he said, either sign a con- 
tract and be guaranteed a stable 
price over a fixed time, or don’t sign 
and pay market price for electricity 
and gas each month. The former 
comes with built-in premiums—the 
latter with the possibility of wild 
fluctuations. Nicol suggested the

best way to choose a contract would 
be to go through last year’s bills and 
figure out the average amount you 
pea each month.

Nicol also cautioned that the 
influx of energy marketers could 
leave consumers vulnerable to 
scams.

LIBERIA POSES NO THREAT TO 
American security. It possesses no 
weapons of mass destruction, and it 
would be foolish to use them against 
us if it did. It is not allied with 
Osama bin Laden, it has never 
attacked the United States, and most 
Pentagon officials are reportedly _ 
opposed to sending soldiers there. If 
they are deployed, our troops are 
hardly equipped to transform it into 
a peaceful constitutional republic. 
. Soclearly, there's plenty of prece- 
dent for invading it. 

With the national-security argu- 
ments for the Iraq war in tatters, the 
only remaining justifications for that 
war are the nastiness of the Ba’athist 
regime and the alleged benefits of 
American nation-building. And 
those, adjusted just slightly for local 
conditions, are the arguments we 
hear for sending U.S. troops to 
Liberia. It's easy to poke fun at 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Howard Dean for morphing so 

uickly into George W. Bush when 
the talk tumed from intervention in 
the Middle East to intervention in 
West Africa. Left unexamined is 
how exactly George W. Bush mor- 
phed-into Howard Dean. 

The answer lies in Iraq, and in the 
ease with which anything can be 
linked, Kevin Bacon-style, to the war 
on terror. National security advisor 
Condoleezza Rice has already 
claimed that, simply because it is a 
“failed.state’—under exiting dicta- 
tor Charles Taylor, the chief role of 
the Liberian government has been to 
kill the members of other would-be 
Liberian governments, plus anyone 
who happens to be in the way— 
Liberia endangers American securi- 
ty. We've “recognized since 9/11,” 
she said last Thursday, "that one 
wants to be careful about permit- 

‘S ting...failed states to create condi- 
tions in which there's so much insta- 
bility that you begin to see greater 
sources of terrorism." We haven't 
spotted any actual terrorists there, of 
course; or, at least, none whose beef 
is with America. But there's the pos- 
sibility of terror emerging, and so the 
precautionary principle gets 
invoked. 

It's not clear what exactly the 
troops would be doing there. The 
scenario currently kicked around 
involves sending in a couple thou- 
sand grunts as part of a multilateral 
force, quickly "stabilizing" things, 
and then leaving. It's not obvious 
how this “stabilizing” would take 
place, nor how we should know 
when the job is done. (Taylor's.most 
likely successor thinks it will take at 
least two years.) Nor is it clear why 
we should expect this occupation to 
involve anything other than a bunch 
of peacekeepers getting shot-at. The 
US. created Liberia and has a lon 
unpleasant history of sending both 
soldiers and aid to its shores; what- 

ever else might be said of that 
involvement, it hasn't stabilized the 
country yet. 

We've entered a strange period in 
American history, a time when cops 
are asked to be soldiers and soldiers 
are asked to be cops.

Poppy production drives the economy, fuels terrorism 


IF YOU WANTED TO WREAK HAVOC 
on your neighbours and undermine 
their security with a minimum of 
military force, how would you go 
about it? 

You wouldn't need terrorist cells, 
biological weapons, or even “dirty” 
bombs. 

All you need is opium. 

Exhibit A is Afghanistan. That 
tiny, much-abused country was the 
world’s largest producer of opium in 
2002, and looks likely to maintain its 
dubious title this year. About 3,400 
tons of opium were produced in 
Afghanistan last year, roughly three- 
quarters of the world’s production, 
according to the U.N. Anyone who 
doubts that this is the most cost-effi- 
cient form of global “unconventional 
warfare” should look at the results. 
Afghanistan’s opium harvest earned 
US $2.5 billion last year, more than 
15 per cent of the country’s GDP. 
And no one can put a figure on the 
corruption and criminal violence this 
has added to the transnational 
narco-economy. 


MASS DESTRUCTION 

Drug profits finance terrorism, of 
course: they pay for weapons, safe 
houses and training. But the fact is, 
drug trading at this level is a form of 
social and economic terrorism on its 
own. 

Most Afghan opium ends up on 
the streets of Europe and Russia as 
heroin, where addiction and drug- 
related crime continue to skyrocket. 
It's also a primary cause of the dra- 
matic rise in HIV / AIDS in the 
immediate region: AIDS infections 
in Central Asia climbed 600-fold 
between 1994 and 2001, with needle- 
injected drug use accounting for 
nearly 90 per cent of the increase. 

The uptick in Afghan opium pro- 
duction is sure to aggravate the 
spreading AIDS epidemic in 
Eurasia, and further increase the 
burden on health and law enforce- 
ment for the region’s struggling gov-

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bonanza has occurred after the West 
went to war in Afghanistan to make 
the world safe from terrorism.

Even though less than one per 
cent of Afghanistan’s arable land is 
devoted to poppy production, the 
industry has spawned an invisible 
government, bolstered by financial 
kingpins and private armies, which 
openly defies the central administra- 
tion in Kabul. The opium economy 
has “chained farmers, landless 
labour, small traders, women and 
children to the mercy of domestic 
warlords and international crime 
syndicates,” says Antonio Maria 
Costa, executive director of the U.N. 
Office on Drugs and Crime. 

In other words, the factors which 
made Afghanistan an incubator for 
drugs, crime and terrorism since 
1979, when the Soviet Union invad- 
ed, haven't changed. Costa issued 
his U.N. report in January. Six 
months later the international com- 
munity is still arguing about what to 
do. 


CANADIANS TAKE ON DRUG 
LORDS 

In August, NATO is set to take 
over the administration of the 
Afghan peacekeeping force around 
Kabul (Canadian troops will be the 
largest contingent). But neither 
NATO nor US. troops in the coun- 
try have the forces or the mission to 
tackle druglords. The promised 
financial assistance from internation- 
al donors falls short of the US $15 
billion that Afghan leaders and for- 
eign analysts estimate it will take to 
rebuild the economy, create a viable 
police force and army, and drive out 
the drug traffickers. Without this 
help, “we'll have lost the first battle 
of the war against terrorism,” 
Dennis Kux, director of a U.S.

Audiences will suffer just to see 
Nemo’s ridiculously huge animated 
ship, the tricked-out pimp car whip- 
ping through inexplicably deserted 
Venice streets (in 18-fucking-99!), as 
well as a variety of old timey yet 
high-tech Wild Wild West-style 
weaponry. 

But no one should have to suffer 
through the smarmy dialogue. Just 
why is everyone in 1899 constantly 
sarcastic and jokey? Most viewers 
will probably know not to take the 
film seriously without the constant 
barrage of poorly written wise- 
cracks.

at us by the way. 
But the biggest nar- 
rative bug is Professor Jiang, who 
we all thought would leam a little 
about love from his new charge (and 
possibly Lili?). He is whisked away 
so fast we don’t get a chance to won- 
der why he now looks like a Sears 
model or where his cats went, and 
he doesn’t reappear until the tear- 
soaked finale. 

“Feelings can’t be taught,” drones 
on mean old Professor Yu. But they 
can be wrung out of you if you play 
the notes right, dammit!

WHO BETTER TO MAKE A FRENETIC 
movie about speed freaks than a 
music video director? Hallucinatory, 
fragmented visuals edited at an 
ADD-friendly pace are the bread 
and butter of guys like Spun director 
Jonas Akerlund. The only problem is 
that watching a film designed to 
suck you into the vortex of a meth 
binge can go from fun, to tiring, to 
annoying well before the closing 
credits roll. 

The drug-addled journey begins 
with college dropout Ross (Jason 
Schwartzman) attempting to score. 
The problem is his high-strung deal- 
er, Spider Mike (John Leguizamo), 
has misplaced the stash... again. 
Ross waits in Mike's trashed living 
room with a handful of other addicts 
(“tweekers”). There’s Mike's rot- 
mouthed girlfriend Cookie (Mena 
Suvari), zit-faced Frisbee (Partick 
Fugit), and Nikki (Brittany 
Murphey). Nikki is also girlfriend to 
The Cook (Mickey Rourke), a glam 
cowboy crank chemist holed up in a 
local motel.

And there are a lot of genuinely 
hilarious moments in the film, most

Rob Halford, Eric Roberts, and Billy 
Corgan. 

Corgan also does a nice job scor- 
ing the film, including dreamy cov- 
ers of “Number Of The Beast” and 
“Love Is A Battlefield.” Not surpris- 
ingly, it’s jammed with mood-shift- 
ing songs from artists as diverse as 
Foghat, Satyricon, Blues Traveller, 
Soundtrack of Our Lives, and The 
Hellacopters. 

Akerlund, a Swedish filmmaker 
who preceded his first feature film 
with videos for U2, Moby, The 
Prodigy, Madonna and Ozzy, main- 
tains a nerve-wracking pace 
throughout almost the entire 96 min- 
utes of the speed-junkie tale. It’s 
technically and aesthetically impres- 
sive; the press kit boasts 4500 indi- 
vidual edits, “which could be a 
record for a feature film.” 

Packed with dizzying angles, 
multiple lenses, animation, jump 
cuts, and way, waaay too many 
shots of dilating pupils, the film is 
exhausting on a visual level alone. 
This is probably exactly what the 
director was aiming for, but after a 
while it backfires. Instead of anchor- 
ing the viewer in the madness, 
Akerlund’s strong-arm style 
becomes alienating. 

Spun is worth watching just to get 
a taste of the dirty circus, but don’t 
expect a mellow high, even by 
tweeker standards.

shocking violence in this film that 
one has to ask whether these images 
needed to be made at all. What 
desire do they fulfill for both the 
filmmaker and the audience alike? 
Why do they shock so completely? 

Irreversible’s plot pays an obvious 
homage to Chris Nolan’s Memento in 
its backwards presentation of the 
story from end to beginning, and 
revolves around a rape—executed in 
one uninterrupted reel-length take— 
that is among the most brutal ever 
presented on celluloid. A rape- 
revenge film shown in reverse order 

The film opens with Marcus 
(Vincent Cassel) and Pierre (Albert 
Dupontel) in a gay S&M club called 
THE RECTUM (one of numerous 
somewhat tiresome anal metaphors 
placed throughout the film) search- 
ing for the man who raped Marcus’ 
girlfriend, Alex. They find him and 
savagely beat him with a fire extin- 
guisher in another exceptionally bru- 
tal scene. 

While Memento was just a success- 
ful gimmick, Irreversible’s style is a 
necessary structural device. 
Presenting all the most violent 
sequences at the beginning of the 
film gives the brutal acts a random, 
unmotivated feel, making them all 
the more disturbing, but the back- 
ward plot also allows us to slowly 
realize the reasons for the attacks 
and to mourn the characters who we 
know are doomed before the attacks 


happen 

The anger that results from view- 
ing this film cannot be placed solely 
on the shoulders of the artists 
responsible for its images. That we 
can walk into a movie theater on any 
given Saturday night knowing we 
are about to be entertained with the 
cartoonish spectacle of mass destruc- 
tion and murder and somehow find 
it charming (especially if it’s present- 
ed in a tongue-in-cheek or in an 
obnoxiously self-aware style) sug- 
gests that our notions of violence as 
an entertainment needs thorough 
revision. 

Irréversible doesn’t necessarily pre- 
sent its violence in a more realistic 
manner. This is still “movie vio- 
lence,” but what it does successfully 
accomplish is to deny any distancing 
devices such as a jokey post-hoc one- 
liner, a hip musical soundtrack, or a 
frenetic editing style that can allow 
us to coolly sit back and eat our pop- 
corn as we watch a man get his face 
bashed in with a fire extinguisher, or 
a woman being raped in a subway 
tunnel. In a remarkably effective 
way, this film forces us to deal with 
all those uncomfortable feelings that 
arise when our desires to see 
acts projected on film are thrown 
back at us.

While neither 
band nor audience had any idea of 
what to expect from each other, by 
the end of the weekend the Mad 
Bomber Society had played three 
consecutive nights and developed a 
huge buzz in the community. Like 
emboldened frontiersmen, they 
packed up their dogsleds with equal 
parts whiskey and balls, stretching 
out into hoedown territory at the 
North Country Fair in June, and are 
currently preparing to ride up into 
Yellowknife for a mysterious festival 
this July. “We tend to be the oddball 
band at the festivals,” he laughs. 


SEETHER 
IF THERE'S AN ANTI-ODDBALL BAND 
on the bill, it’s Saturday mainstagers 
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Seether. Despite their exotic roots, 
the South Africans have a sound 
that’s 100 per cent North American 
alt-rock. It’s a familiar sound that's 
rocketed the threesome up rock 
radio charts this year—perhaps too 
familiar, according to some critics 
who charge the band with being 
another generic Seattle throwback.

While Morgan believes he’s used 
inspiration from bands like Nirvana 
constructively, he sees the other side 
of that fine line taking over on tele- 
vision these days. “If you watch 
MTV, there’s shows called Becoming 
and Wannabe,” he says, “It’s like, 
‘Don’t be yourself, be Britney Spears 
today.’ There seems to be a com- 
plete lack of any kind of personality, 
and it’s worse now than it ever 
was.” 

If anything separates Seether 
from the pack, it’s an unusually 
humble attitude toward the music 
business. “You have to respect the 
people that are in the industry that 
know their part really well,” he 
says. “Every day I learn how much I 
don’t know.” 


THIRD EYE BLIND 
THIRD EYE BLIND MIGHT KNOW 
a little too much about the music 
industry. After two huge albums, 
years of non-stop touring, and an 
unpleasant lawsuit-riddled split 
with guitarist Kevin Cadogan, the 
much-hyped pop ‘1’ roll band dis- 
appeared in 1999 faster than an 
Edmonton fireworks display. “I 
think we just needed to relax,” says 
drummer Brad Hargreaves. 
Hargreaves has a funny notion of 
relaxation—the foursome used their 
free time (and labour) to build their

HOWE GELB

LATELY HIS COWBOY BOOTS HAVE 
been clip-clopping on cobblestones, 
rather than sinking into the desert 
dust, but wherever Howe Gelb wan- 
ders, he seems to find a fertile pas- 
ture in which to sow his musical 

Primarily known for fronting 
Tucson, Arizona's impossible to 
pigeonhole Giant Sand, Gelb is cur- 
rently living in Denmark, where he’s 
exploring yet another new direction 
in his wide-ranging musical endeav- 
ours—that of jazzman. Or is it blues- 
man? Whatever the case, Gelb, 
who's spent the better part of the last 
20 years out in the desert figuring 
out new ways to evade description, 
has recently been invited to play a 
couple of jazz and blues festivals in 
Canada. 

“T've never done that before and it 
kinda cracks me up,” he says of the 
bookings. “But, I think, maybe, 

y know, it comes with the grey hair 
that’s starting to sprout, and I’m will- 
ing to take it on. 

“It’s all about reinvention and, 
every now and then, taking an

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inventory of how the categories have 
shifted and what's going on out 
there.” 

In Gelb’s case, the categories are 
constantly shifting, and it’s evident 
from his latest solo CD, The Listener 
(released under the moniker HOWE 
HOME), that he himself is in a 
process of artistic reinvention. For 
one thing, the past several years 
have seen Gelb’s longtime Giant 
Sand cohorts Joey Burns and John 
Convertino occupied with their suc- 
cessful Tex-Mex / Mariachi combo 
Calexico, leaving Gelb questioning 
the fate of his band. 

“Giant Sand has always been 
about two things, two important 
items—that’s hang-time and spon- 
taneity,” he says of the widely fol- 
lowed free-flowing collaborations 
between the three players. “That just 
can’t happen anymore with their 
schedule. That's good—I’m happy 
for the lineage and for them to go off 
and be doing so well, but at the same 
time I thought I was picking two 
guys who I could count on being 
there for the long run.” 

Trying not to be overwhelmed by 
the bittersweet emotions generated 
by the trio’s dissolution, Gelb filled 
the gap with a couple of solo 
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recoras—Confivence ana | ull SOMME 
ano—the latter forecasting the 
ght shift from guitar-based comp 
ion to the piano-based songwrit 
at's beginning to f yurish on 
1 Gelb explai is that he 
spent a couple of summers back in 
Tucson playing piano any chance he 


could get. During those sessions, hy

iano just seems like you‘re looking 
at a town from about 3,000 feet up in 
the air—you can kind of see the 
ouses laid out. The guitar is more 
like a lightning rod or an antenna 
and the piano’s more like a map or at 
east an aerial photo. There's a defini- 
tive pattern and you're on top of the 
pattern—you can see it, it’s laid out 
for you to see better.” 

What we can see, or at least hear, 
is that Gelb’s songs are becoming 
even more expansive than ever, and 
that’s partly due to the new collabo- 
rators he’s playing with in 

Yenmark—on The Listener, the jazz 
group Under Byen, as well as singer 
Marie Frank and slide mandolin 
player Anders Pedersen 

“Tm pretty jazzed,” says Gelb. 

“Im having more fun playing than 
I’ve had ina long time, and the last 
tour that I just did with these guys, it 
just kept getting better every night.’ 

While fans are probably itching to 
see the new combo, we will probably 
have to wait until next year, when 
the expenses of an intercontinental 
tour will be countered by the fact 
that there’s a record to promote. Of 
course, when the consolation prize is 
a solo show by Gelb, there's no rea- 
son to complain. With his fresh per- 
spective and years of experience, 
Gelb will take the stage at The Power 
Plant as only he can, keeping us 
guessing with every changing chord. 

“I don’t know how it works any- 
more,” he says. “I just kind of go out 
there and I see what's going on and 
just hope that the lightning rod 
kinda picks up some vibe. A divin- 
ing rod! It’s more like a divining rod. 
It'll start wobbling and shaking 
where you find water, the source of 
water, and for us desert-dwellers, 
that’s all we care about.” 

JAIME FREDERICK 
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MOST ASPIRING ROCK STARS HAVI 
probably stood at the side of the 
road at some point in their career 
cursing at a busted set of wheels. But 


if you're a touring musician from the 
Territories, where it’s not unusual to 
drive hundreds of kilometres with- 
out seeing much more than trees 
and sky, van roulette sta 
nificantly higher. 

Whitehorse native Stephen Noel, 
AKA Boy, has been on the losing, 
end of that gamble more than once, 
finding himself stranded on some of 
the loneliest roads in the world. 
Roads that cut right through the 
heart of bear country 

“T was really young,” he says of 
his first time touring, when he joined 
Edmonton musician Alex Murdoch 
at age 15 for a trip through Alaska 
and Northern B.C. “It was just disas- 
trous. | remember our van broke 
down, and we ended up hitchhiking 
about 3000 km with our gear. 

“T remember being on the road 
with Alex and it was just the two of 
us, and I was like, ‘Did you hear 
that?’ Then all of a sudden these two 
cubs run out to us. I was like, ‘Aw 
shit,’ then the mother comes out, and 
I remembered that someone was just 
mauled a couple weeks before in 
that area by a bear. We were OK, but 
they were really close, about four or 
five feet away from us. I’ve had a lot 
of bear encounters, but that was the 
closest.” 

Making furry friends is just one 
step to securing a record deal when 
you're only 20, however. First you 
gotta get your chops. Noel was 
schooled by several blues musicians 
in the area, including Paul Lucas, 
who used to play guitar for blues 
legend Albert Collins. 

On Boy’s just-released epony- 
mously titled album, Noel not only 
sings but also plays guitar, bass, 
piano, drums, turntables, and organ.

The result is a lush and reflective 
Beatles-influenced indie pop album, 
rife with a harmony that almost 
never was. 

“| never intended to release this 
album,” he says. AfterTecording the 
original version of it in his bedroom 
about three years ago, he threw it on 
the Net. Requests to buy a copy of 
the disc came in from around the 
world, followed by calls from record 
companies. He chose the Bumstead 
label out of Toronto. 

Although he’s shota video (post- 
ed at www.speedracer.net), was fea- 
tured in The National Post, and co- 
hosted The Wedge on MuchMusic, 
Noel plans on playing covers at a 
local hangout called the Westminster 
Hotel (AKA “The Pit”) in Dawson 
City next time he rolls through. It 
keeps him grounded, but also 
reminds him why his destiny was to 
meet bears on deserted highways. 

“There's a stock band that’s been 
there for years, and they're complete 
drunks. They’re called The Pointer 
Brothers Band, and basically, if 
you're in town, you go play with 
them. They hardly remember who 
anyone is, and as soon as you take 
them out of that bar, they get sick. 
It's really strange. 

“That's s the rut I didn’t want to get 
stuck in.”

THE MOOD AT THE JAZZ CITY. OFFICES 
was exceptionally upbeat last Monday, the 
first day back after what one staffer called a 
very successful event.

All 
right, Burnettes, you have some 
‘splainin’ to do. 

“T’ve always sort of said [we're] 
somewhere in between folk and 
punk, just because we use a lot of 
acoustic guitar but it’s not your con- 
ventional music,” begins Cora 
Aronoff, one-half of the husband 
and wife team. “A lot of the songs 
are quite different from each others. 
It's kind of a collage, I guess, which 
sounds really arty —we’re not an art 
band, I swear!” 

The non-art folk-punk band came 
into being when Chris Burnette 
(who completes the duo) and 
Aronoff met in January 2000. 
Drawing from influences as diverse 
as Led Zeppelin, Ethel Merman, 
Janis Joplin, Elvis and Frank Black, 
The Burnettes released their first 
CD, Album Schmalbum last 
September. 

As of late, The Burnettes have 
become a ménage-a-trois, so to 
speak, with the addition of multi- 
instrumentalist Tanya Gordon, for- 
merly of Edmonton’s All Woman 
Brothers Band. It is as a three-piece 
that The Burnettes are hitting the 
road. 

“We have a minivan. We're quite 
excited—the Ford Aerostar. We'll 
see how that pans out. It’s a ‘91, so 
God knows,” jokes Aronoff. “We've 
got a shitload of instruments [six 
between the three of ‘em]. We've got 
so much crap that we bring with us, 
it’s ridiculous. We bring props 
[because] a backdrop is critical to 
me, and not everywhere you go has 
anice stage, so we're going to bring 
our own silver, glitter stripper cur- 
tain, which I'm quite excited about.”

BILLY BRAGG IS POSSIBLY THE ONLY 
songwriter to suggest that the choic- 
es one makes behind the curtain of a 
voting booth and the curtain of a 
bedroom are remarkably similar. 
They both involve a philosophical 
war between the head and the heart, 
and the potential for life-scarring 
embarrassment as a result of those 
choices is terrifying. Politicians and 
lovers are both inclined to offer you 





unpredictable economy, and women 
who either fail to meet your ridicu- 
lous expectations or who leave you 
just when you thought it was getting 
interesting. “I don’t want to change 
the world, I’m not looking for a New 
England, I’m just looking for another 
girl,” Bragg sang in 1983's “A New 
England,” still one of his most popu- 
lar songs. 


THE MODERN WORLD 
So, what must it be like to be Billy 
Bragg in 2003? Global politics are 
significantly different now, to say

TALKIN’ "BOUT AN 
EVOLUTION 

When Bragg’s most recent album, 
England, Half English, was released in 
early 2002, it had been almost six 
years since his last collection of origi- 
nal material. Excepting a pair of 
Woody Guthrie tribute albums 
recorded with Wilco (the first of 
which, Mermaid Avenue, received a 
Grammy nomination in 1998 for 
Best Contemporary Folk Album), he 
spent the interim raising his son 
Jamie and becoming politically 
active in his adopted community of 
Dorset. 

England, Half English reflects 
Bragg’s somewhat evolved world- 
view—inevitable given the passage 
of so much time. Largely a treatise 
on antiquated notions of patriotism, 
British or otherwise (“Take Down 
the Union Jack,” “Distant Shore”), 
the album closes with the moving 
“Tears of My Tracks,” in which 
Bragg sells off his record collection 
and thinks of it as a symbolic 
farewell to his narcissistic youth. 

“You eventually have to accept 
that the world revolves around peo- 
ple other than yourself,” he says, 
chuckling. “And that’s a real shock, 
particularly if you've got kids, 
because children are the most won- 
derful things that can ever happen to 
you, but, by God, they’re such 
hostages to fortune, and it’s no 
longer you and what you do that 
matters. It’s they and what they do 
and where they are and how they 
are. 

“My job, and why England is the 
album that it is, and why it address- 
es the subjects it does, is because I’ve 
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say in the matter.

LOOK BACK IN ANGER 
Bragg is quick to acknowledge, 
though, that sweeping political and 

cultural shifts—not to mention 
pop’s brutal ageism—have deprived 
him of the comparative prominence 
he enjoyed in the ‘80s. Indeed, he 
wonders if a modern-day equivalent 
of his younger self couid forge a 
career. 

“You've got to look at how the 
world has changed,” he says. “The 
end of the Soviet Union, the end of 
the Cold War, has led to a sort of 
non-ideological political discourse in 
our country, and I think right across 
Europe and in Canada as well, to 
some extent. The old certainties of 
the ideological opposition between 
our two mainstream political parties 
has more or less disappeared to the 
extent that you can’t really work out 
what Tony Blair is, whether he’s a 
Socialist or a Conservative. 

“So, with that, I think it would be 
very difficult for a young Billy Bragg 
to be able to get purchase in the way 
that I was able to in the mid~’80s, 
because the Thatcher government 
politicized everybody and made 
politics relevant to a whole genera- 








tion of young people who'd very 
recently either experienced the 
cleansing fire of punk rock or read 
about it happening just before they 
were teenagers. We're a long way 
from that now.’ 

All of which begs the question: 
How does a man who was spurred 
into action by the first wave of 
British punk, and who developed as 
a musician during an especially 
politicized era for that country’s pop 
music (the likes of the Smiths, the 
Style Council and Everything But 
the Girl were also vocal Labour sup- 
porters), resign himself to the apolit- 
ical Idol-ization of contemporary 
pop? 

“Without wanting to sound likea 
boring old geezer—which I can be 
sometimes because that’s part and 
parcel of being 45—] just want Jamie 
to feel the way I felt when I first saw 
the Clash. I don’t mind what music 
it is, 1 don’t mind if it’s bagpipe 
music. I mean, I grew up to be Billy 
Bragg because I was so pissed off at 
seeing Spandau Ballet on Top of the 
Pops. It’s not a bad thing to focus 
your anger on.” 

MICHAEL WHITE 
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ON THE CENTENARY OF THE BIRTH OF THE AUTHOR 
who gave us Big Brother, Room 101 and 
Newspeak, one of the most particular poets of 
electronic rock is back with another album that'll 
make you hum along before you even know 
you're doing it. That's right, boys and girt—the 
twisted fairy-tale art of this package contains an 
excellent pop album. 

Kevin “Ogre” Ogilvie and arranger Mark Walk 
successfully fuse acoustic instruments with 
electronic gadgets in a way that harks back to 
the heyday of Japan (the band, not the island 
nation). Combining the latest tricks and gadgets 
with excellent pop ditties, this cookie in wolf's 
clothing sneaks in among the industrial rockers 
and angst-ridden limp biscuits to shake your 
behind 

However, the immediacy of the music is con- 
trasted by the cut-up lyrics, dealing less with the 
macabre than with life in a world where disinfor- 
mation is the order of the day. As fellow Calgary 
poet Earl Birney put it, “It’s only by our lack of 
ghosts we're haunted” and Ogre feeds this need 
for anxiousness. If you ever had to face the devil 
in a game of scrabble, Ogre would be a dream 
to have on your team. Brap on!

“is somewhat of a protest record.” No kidding.

WHEN ACTIVIST AND FOLK-PUNK MUSICIAN 
Michelle Shocked recorded the original Texas 
Campfire Takes in 1986, the quality of her song- 
writing was so astounding that it landed her a 
record deal with Mercury Records. The only 
problem was that it had been recorded ona 
Sony Walkman with a set of half-dead batteries 
by producer Pete Lawrence—effectively throw- 
ing the pitch completely off on the official edited 
release a year later 

The album has finally been remastered at the 
right speed with a sound quality so sharp you 
can hear the crickets singing in the background 
and trucks passing by (a convenient rhythm 
section). And it’s a blessing because Shocked's 
songs are full of wit and gutsy energy delivered 
with a passion close to that of Johnny Cash 
Woody Guthrie or Robert Johnson. A true 
American underground artist’s work, this two- 
disc set comes complete with a 52-page booklet 
of notes, photos and diary entries related to her 
experiences from 1982 to 1987 

But there is a major let down awaiting fans 
who were looking to get their hands on the full 
Campfire sessions (released here on disc two). 
Because if the first disc (the original version 
remastered) is nothing short of a masterpiece 
as a Singular, intense moment in time due to its 
pristine quality, the second-disc is a complete 
disaster in terms of sound production. To be 
honest, it's a muffled, dirty mess. People wanti- 
ng to hear the full take, complete with 
Shocked's banter between songs will have to

alike. “You meet people who 
wouldn't go into a gallery because 
they find art a little intimidating,” 
she says. “I think a lot of people 
believe art is done like the guys on 
TV where a person will do a whole 
landscape in half an hour.

To counter all that daunting expe- 
rience, down the street, the festival's 
youngest contributor, 14-year-old 
Cara Babcook will be joining her 
mother in front of Pure Radiant 
Energy. Outside of O’Byrnes will be 
Ken Christenson, who will be taking 
time off his day job as a graphic 
designer and mural painter, to create 
what Fjordbotten describes as, “real- 
ly emotional portraits of animals.”

Up all night 


How do street performers stay fresh? 
They know how to relax 


THE PUBLIC FACE OF THE STREET 
Performers Festival is seen daily for 
the 10-day duration of the festival. 
But what are things like after Sir 
Winston Churchill Square shuts 
down, when the pressure is off? 

Well, with this many sharp wits, 
fit bodies and unusual skills concen- 
trated in one place, it’s like the best- 
ever summer camp where no one 
wants to go to sleep. 

These are by and large a generous, 
friendly and gregarious bunch. 
Many of them travel the circuit 
together, and much of the time spent 
idle consists of joking, ad hoc collab- 
oration, and experimentation. 
During one visit to the Performers 
tent, vaudevillian Hokum W. Jeebs 
has become the on-the-fly accompa- 
nist for juggler Rob Torres, and later 
Australian funny man Christof tunes 
my ukulele, suggesting I ask Cindi 
Zuby in the kids’ tent for a few 

inters. 

At night, things move into the 
Hospitality Suite. 

Neon—only one name is neces- 
sary—presides over the room with a 
tray of cookies. The room is a sanctu- 
ary, open to performers and staff for 
breakfast and again for a hot, whole- 
some dinner until late into the night 
when meetings, drinking, and relax- 
ation take over. Here is where 
groups like pyro-happy Firebox- 
dealing Public Dreams Society 
debrief after the evening’s perfor- 
mances, fine-tuning for the remain- 
der of the week. Planning for the 
Women in Comedy, Vaudeville 
(Sun, 1 pm) and Late Nite Madness 
(Fri & Sat, 10:30 pm) shows—really 
only formalized versions of the 


spontaneous collaborations that hap- 
pen throughout the day—take place 
here. Even during the downtime, 
one clown might teach another how 
to pratfall up a flight of stairs. It’s 
partly professional development, 
partly messing around having fun. 

And then there are the games. 

Boxes of coin rollers perch on a 
ledge to deal with the booty collect- 
ed from the passing of hats, but 
plenty of coins will circulate 
amongst the performers themselves 
during the various games played 
here every night. 

A bunch of us play Horse Racing, 
a dice and cards game using little 
wooden horseheads on pegs made 
by iDado, AKA Mu-Nonk le Bossu 
AKA Daniel Ward, whose act 
involves having a goldfish dive off a 
platform mounted on a helmet into a 
bowl attached to his foot. 

Dimes, nickels and quarters are 
lost and won. I go into hock by the 
third round, owing my photograph- 
er several cents by the time I pack it 
in. 

There are other pastimes. I’ve 
noticed a game of speed Scrabble in 
the past. On Saturday night, a game 
of Trivial Pursuit sprang up next to 
the poker table: and the personalities 
became as much a part of the game 
as the players’ collective ignorance 
of many, many events that were cur- 
rent as of 1984. Assistant to the 
Producer Trevor Anderson just 
wanted everyone to get along, while 
puppeteer Led Zimmerman cracked 
many a joke at the expense of his 
own team, the Nice Tryers, and the 
jugglers demanded the utmost preci- 
sion in our answers.

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Also, earlier in the week, bicycle 
stunt clown Justin Case asked to 
make an emergency Canadian Tire 
run—for a ping pong table. Soon 
after, Michiel Hesseling, one half of 
the juggling troupe the Individuals, 
is spotted balancing a ping pong ball 
on his nose. Jugglers and physical 
comedians favour the ping pong 
table, for obvious reasons. 

But poker is the Edmonton Street 
Performers Festival tradition. Dick 
Finkel, who started the festival, initi- 
ated these late night games. Now 
living in Thailand, Finkel returns to 
Edmonton each year to play, as does 
Neal Remple of the Winnipeg 
Children’s Festival. This is the game 
for the young and intense: seated at 
the table are Festival Producer 
Shelley Switzer and alpha males like 
Colin Franks and Mike Woods of 
Two Guys with Wood, and Pane 
Temov, the Invisible Master. 

It's all a part of the legendary 
good time that the Edmonton festi- 
val is so well known for. Ask any- 
one—we're famous for how well we 
treat our performers. |

HEADS UP, BROADWAY FANS: BIG 
League Theatricals’ production of 
the big-league musical Miss Saigon 
visits Edmonton next week ona 
seven city cross-Canada tour. In the 
tradition of Les Miserables and The 
Phantom of the Opera, Miss Saigon is a 
worldwide phenomenon, playing in 
13 different countries and eight lan- 
guages since it debuted 14 years ago. 

Jon Jon Briones should know. A 
senior member of Miss Saigon’s cast, 
he has been involved with produc- 
tions of the musical since 1989, per- 
forming in four countries in both 
German and English. He has por- 
trayed the Engineer, one of the male 
leads, since 1995 and joined the U.S.- 
based Big League production in 
September, 2002. 

Miss Saigon was inspired both 


Madame Butterfly and a photograp 
of eee leaving her Vietnamese 
mi 


to live with her American 
father. “The story is true every- 


where,” Briones says, “in 
places and for different ages because 
it deals with conflicts of race, beliefs, 
__ and misunderstanding between two 


cultures. There are no villains, just 
people having two different beliefs 
and each saying ‘We're right and 
you're wrong.’” 

It's difficult not to draw compar- 
isons between the setting of the 
story—during the aftermath of 
American involvement in 
Vietnam—and the present situation 
in Iraq. Briones doesn’t want to 
politicize the story too much. “The 
show is not about the war,” he says. 
“Tt is a love story.” 

Briones does acknowledge, how- 
ever, that since the current military 
conflict began, audiences have 
seemed more politically sensitive 
and notes that some dialogue and 
song lyrics have drawn a bigger 
reaction than in the past. 

Nevertheless, he says, “I think 
people still believe there is good in 
everyone, and no matter how bad 
things are we still believe there can 
be a better world.” He also believes 
the story will resonate with a new 
generation of theatre-goers. “When I 
talk to people, especially young peo- 
ple, they say ‘I grew up with this 
music!’ The story is young, pop-ish, 
tock-ish, so yt people can con- 
tinue to relate to the music, the love 
story. The language can be risqué, 
which cultivates a response and rele- 
aries.

play by Stewart Lemoine and Josh 
Dean—centres around the happen- 
ings of one Dr. Hadrien Burch, a 
physician who studies and treats 
sleep disorders. Coincidentally, I 
saw it on Day 3 of sleeplessness 
from insomnia. At first, it seems too 
good to be true. And yet, through 
the fog of sleep deprivation, I did 
manage to laugh a little at the styl- 
ized comedy of Lemoine and Dean. 
This is the first collaborative effort 


between Lemoine, who we all know, 
and young Josh Dean, who is best 
known as co-creator of the impro- 
vised video The Sonic Brooms. But the 
production definitely has the firm 
stamp of Lemoine on it, so much so 
that I feel like I could write a Stewart 
Lemoine play myself. You just have 
to invent a couple quirky fish-out-of- 
water characters, throw in a wiseass 
prankster and make them all enunci- 
ate crisp, clever lines of witticism 
after witticism with the same oddly 
formal delivery that pounds down 
on you like a hailstorm. 

Simple! 

In this case, we have the sleep 
clinician, played by Josh Dean, ina 
love triangle between his restaurant 
hostess girlfriend (and former 
patient) Cynthia Lodgepole (Celina 
Stachow) and Canada Customs 
agent Bess Wesley (Brianna 
Buckmaster). And then there’s the 
muskrat itself, which squares off the 
triangle quite nicely. 

Hadrien is committed to Cynthia, 


but keeps his relationship discreet. 
Theirs is a tightly controlled partner- 
ship—no hurrying things ahead— 
mostly at Cynthia’s request. She's a 
taskmaster at the restaurant, and this 
is no different. She is a high-strung 
kind of girl, but at least her fastidi- 
ousness extends to her sense of 
obligation and hospitality. “Let me 
be generous!” she screams, wanting 
the satisfaction of pleasing others as 
much as she demands the courtesy 
back. 

Cynthia is the winner of a pet 
Caribbean muskrat, a rare curly- 
haired variety of the usual sort we 
find here. Now that the creature has 
passed quarantine, Cynthia sends 
her beloved and dutiful Hadrien to 
fetch him from the customs office. 
There, he is thwarted by Bess 
Wesley, who requires more accurate 
information from the muskrat’s new 
keepers before it can be released to 
Cynthia's care, which will require a 
return visit from Hadrien—or so 
Bess hopes. Henceforth, the battle 
begins. 

There's no sense spoiling much 
more of the plot; suffice it to say that 
it’s a series of secrets, misunder- 
standings, and hidden agendas of 
Shakespearean proportions. The dia- 
logue is as baroque as the interstitial 
music, mathematically tidy and a lit- 
tle stiff, though intentionally so. Like 
clockwork. 

Returning to sleep often requires 
as much mental well being as physi- 
cal, but the freshness of waking also 
requires the physical act of uncon- 
scious renewal. Like a good night's 
rest, the characters ease their w ay 
into the action, chaos ensues, but it 
tums out that that’s the way things 
were supposed to be anyways. It’s 
kind of a relief, actually, to see the 
play rescue itself from certain disas- 
ter. 

Caribbean Muskrat has already 
been mounted in January at the 
Comedy Arts Festival, and in 
Calgary at One Yellow Rabbit's 
High Performance Rodeo. One sens- 
es that the cast is completely at home 
with it, which gives it a sense of 
effortlessness that is crucial to the 
breezy, oddball quality of the perfor- 
mances.

poetic exposition and song—explor- 
ing the full-range of romantic desire 
from youthful bloom of sappy pas- 
sion to the deep bitterness of an old 
man scorned. 

It’s a great concept, not only 
because it gives you an evening of 
mighty passionate verse, but also 
because love is arguably the most 
‘autobiographical’ of all the themes 
of the canon, es the sonnets. 
The prolific Mr. S wrote 154 of the 


aforementioned poems—most 
delightfully gushy with a spirit-stir- 


(especially in his numerous musical 
arrangements) you'd never guess 
that the words used in the work 
were plucked from dozens of 
diverse sources. 

The main success of the play is his 
ability to move us across the arc of 
desire in Shakespeare without leav- 
ing us feeling overwhelmed by the 
sheer weight of the poetry or too- 
easily lulled into inattention by the 
hard reality that many of the Bard’s 
best romantic lines have fallen to the 
level of cliché thanks to our deep 
familiarity with them (“Shall I com- 
pare thee to a summer's day...”). 

For my money, Morgan Donald

New Whyte Ave. eatery inspires rhapsodic review

BEFORE WE GO ANY FURTHER, | HAVE 
a confession to make: The sous-chef 
at l’attitude, the new, as-yet-signless 
fine dining establishment on Whyte 
Ave., is one of my oldest friends 
(among those that still talk to me). 
More than conflict of interest, 
though, I had to countenance the 
possibility that he would hate my 
stinking guts after I went to check 
out the restaurant that would be 
showcasing his considerable talents 
and made my opinions public. 

The place was already starting 
from a disadvantage. I mean, good 
Lord people, what is with that 
name? “Attitude” is one of those 
words which, like “alternative” and 
“extreme,” has become so abased 
from overuse as to be almost pejora- 
tive at this point, unless you're sell- 
ing cheap, salty snack food or sporty 
hatchbacks in garish colours. And 
“Yattitude”? Is that some new vin- 
tage from the Estate of Sammy 
Hagar? 

All sniggering aside though, I’atti- 
tude qualifies its name with the kick- 
er “dining extraordinaire,” and that 
seems to hit the nail on the head. 
Once they hang out their shingle, 
they could easily join the ranks of 

Jack’s Grill and Packrat Louie as a 
premier fine dining destination on 
the south side. This is food for peo- 
ple who love food, and not just lots 
of it. 

Sumptuously revamped from the 
already gracious interior of its prede- 
cessor in the space, Sorrentino’s, 
Yattitude is both tony and laid-back, 
refined and friendly, upscale and 
(God help me) funky. My advice is 
to go a little later in the evening, 
however, when the Spice Girls are 
rotated out of the CD changer in 
favour of Miles Davis and 

Thelonious Monk. 

Before we get to the food, about 
which there is much to say, I'd like 
to commend the wait staff, who can 
make a hoser like me feel at home 





amidst all the elegance. I went with a 
group of friends, the better to 
explore the charms of the bill of fare, 
and the maitre d’ and server were 
attentive and gracious without a hint 
of bum-kissing. The server, who was 
Lithuanian, even taught one of my 
co-diners some choice phrases i in her 
native tongue, which aren't to be 
repeated in polite Lithuanian com- 
pany. 
The dining room menu reads like 
a love poem to food, the sort of thing 
that sends the culinarily-inclined 
into a fit of panting and drooling. If 
may quote: “Grilled Beef Tenderloin 
Filled with Goat Cheese and 
Wrapped in Wild Boar Bacon, 
Finished with Roasted Shallot 
Pomeray Mustard Jus, Served with 
Baby Potato Melange.” Or how 
about “Forno Baked Free Range 
Chicken Supreme Stuffed with 
Chanterelle Mushroom Brioche 
Served ona Mirror of Mustard 
Thyme Cream Sauce and House 
Mashed Potatoes.” 
As usual, I'm getting ahead of 
myself. We started with appetizers, 
which were hardly less elaborate 
than the main courses. I ordered the 
Smoked Duck Carpaccio ($9.95), rare 
slices of duck served over sweet 
potato terrine with a drizzle of tart 
cherry sauce. The phrase “melt in 
your mouth” does not do this justice. 
To my left, a lobster gazpacho 
($7.95), a refreshing cold cucumber 
and tomato soup topped with lob- 
ster meat, an apt enhancement to the 
old fave. Next, a quartet of Fanny 
Bay Oysters in a light panko bread- 
ing ($9.95), with a side of match- 
sticked apples and beets. Next to 
that, Goat Cheese Profiteroles 
($9.95), a relative of cream puffs 
filled with smooth chevre under a 
scattering.of fried leek straws, served 
with a tart mixed-berry compote.

We took a few moments to recov- 
er before choosing entrees, and we 
needed the extra time to study the 
ingredients and try to select a 
favourite. One couple opted to split 
the above-mentioned tenderloin 

($24.95). The other couple had the 
Asian Vegetable Stirfry in Red Curry 
Hoisin Glaze on a Nest of Coconut 
Lime Jasmine Rice ($16.95). My adja- 
cent co-diner and I split a Filet of 
Halibut with Mango and Lime over 
that same rice ($22.95). A couple of 
Baby Spinach and Radicchio Salads 
with Seasoned Roasted Macadamias 
and Fresh Strawberries in a Ginger- 
Grapefruit Vinaigrette ($8.95 each) 
were also called for. 

The kitchen kindly split each of 
the entrees over two platters, careful- 
ly reproducing the eye-pleasing pre- 
sentation of the whole portion but, 
you know, halved. My seared hal- 
ibut was perched on a bed of rice 
surrounded by concentric circles of 
rich mango sauce and lime-tinted 
oil. I doubt I’ve had a piece of fish so 
judiciously cooked in my entire life, 
so perfectly moist yet succulently 
firm. The side of vegetables—man, I 
love asparagus—got the same treat- 
ment. 

The stirfry was sweet and just a 
touch spicy with tender crisp veg- 
etables and the salads were La 
niously com, of fresh ingredi- 
ents but the hands-down winner, 
once all the food was shared 
around, was the beef tenderloin. 
Availing myself of a small morsel 
from my friend’s plate, 1 wanted 
that rich, complex flavour and but- 
tery texture to last forever, to come 
live on my palate and go with me 
wherever I went. Alas, it was not to 
be—the loin was preternaturally 
tender, almost ethereal (if beef can 
be such a thing), and seemed to dis- 
solve as though too sublime to per- 
sist on our coarse material plane. 

Space does not permit me to 
rhapsodize over the Tira Misu 

($7.95) served in a martini glass, but 
I feel certain you're getting the pic- 
ture. Go and welcome I’attitude to 
the neighbourhood, then go back 
and try them again. Their elaborate 
and tantalizing menu practically 
demands it.

Anew “arts” show takes off: 
gentlemen, start your g-strings 


AND | THOUGHT | HAD A FUN JOB. MISTY LOWERY 
gets to walk up to hot-looking men on the 
street and ask them to take their clothes off 
for her. And guess what? They usually do it 

Truth be told, Lowery (former host of 
Bingo and a Movie on the Aboriginal 
People’s Television Network) is a fine look- 
ing gal, so plenty of guys would probably 
strip for her anyway. But the fact that peel- 
ing for her might also land a guy the chance 
to take it off on national television, well, 
that's apparently enough to make him strut

“We got this guy to audition for us in the

Based on hit shows from Australia 
and New Zealand (The Thunder from Down 
Under and Kiwi Fire), Strip Search will fea- 


ture 20 “regular” guys (they originally audi- 


tioned over 100 men) being whittled down 
to six who will make up a touring, um, male 
dance revue a la Chippendales

off, we just call them strippers. Apparently 
when guys do it, it’s art. When | asked an 
executive at Bravo!—the “arts channel” that 
will be airing Strip Search—how the show 
fits the station’s mandate, she replied, albeit 
a bit sheepishly, “It’s classified as dance.’ 

Gotcha 

Turner, who had worked as an emcee for 
male dance revues before getting into tele- 
vision, admits that there's a world of differ- 
ence between men “dancing” for women 
and women “stripping” for men 

‘With [male dancers], it’s more about 
having fun, having a night out with the 
gals,” Turner explains, shedding some light 
on the (perceived?) differences between 
male and female sexual motives. “Men 
watching female strippers are there primari- 
ly to have a few drinks and stare at 
women’s private parts. It's more of a sexual 
thing.” 

| ask Turner if he sees any changes in 


the business as women are becoming more 
sexually confident and might want more 
from a night out than just some guy in a 
firefighter uniform swirling his hose for her 
on stage. 

“!'m sure it's changing,” he responds. 
“For years, it was purely about entertain- 
ment. Women were screaming primarily 
because the guy had nice abs, and not for 
what's between his legs and what he could 
potentially do to her.” 

Or what she could do to him. 

That difference in the power dynamic— 
not to mention our persistent attitudes 
about the differences in male and female 
sexuality in our culture—is why the show's 
producers admitted in an article in The 
Globe and Mail that a female version of 
Strip Search wouldn't work. 

Imagine traveling across the country 
asking women in the street to take their 
clothes off. You'd probably get slapped or 
arrested 

And | somehow doubt a female candi- 
date would bring her grandparents to watch 
her audition as one guy did during their 
search 

“He was a hockey player in Victoria and 
we did the audition at the hockey arena and 
he had all his friends and family—including 
his grandparents—there to cheer him on,” 
Turner retells 

Lowery tells me that it was heartbreaking 
how many of these guys admitted that they 
wanted to audition because they hoped it 
would help improve their low self-esteem 
(Ironic, this, given the fact that, while our 
cultural attitudes towards female strippers 
often lead us to believe that these gals all 
have low self-esteem issues, we still have 
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trouble accepting it when women say danc- 
ing gave them a sense of control and confi- 
dence about their bodies.) 

Of course, a lot of guys have simply 
always fantasized about doing something 
like this, adds Turner, Which is also inter- 
esting to me. Clearly, as a society, we're 
also failing in the “opportunities for male 
sexual expression” department 

How else do you explain why a factory 
boss would be willing to invite Lowery and 
Turner to his shop at 8am so he could 
gyrate around the factory floor, seductively 
peeling off his sweater vest while his 


dances? Not a bad gig. That is, until you 
remember the thousands of people who are 
going to be watching it on national televi- 
sion 

“At first | was embarrassed,” Lowery 
admits, “but then | just thought, ‘Woohoo, 
\'m the luckiest girl alive!” 

Her boyfriend, however, was less enthu- 
siastic 

He was cool at first, Lowery insists, but 
he started getting a little insecure when she 
started bringing home the pictures and the 
stories 

“{ came home one day and he asks me

employees worked on machines around 
him? 

Then there was this other guy, who 
didn’t want anyone to know what he was

“It felt like we were about to conduct 
some seedy drug deal,” laughs Turner. 

He was a wild one, according to Lowery. 

“He threw me up on his shoulders, and 
was spreading my legs and stuff,” she 
retells 

Yep, like | said, having over 100 guys 
across the country give you private lap 
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‘So, um, do you want me to strip for you?” 
Lowery tells me. “After watching guys take 
their clothes off all day, | was like, ‘You 
know what? Make me a good meal instead 
That would be really hot.” 

Hmm, come to think of it, perhaps that 
need for intimate gestures says more about 
the difference in male and female approach 
es to sexuality than any naked performance 
male or female, ever could.
